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INTRODUCTION 


INDEX TO the HEATHER SOCIETY YEARBOOK, 
Volume Two: 1972 - 1982 


With the Society’s Yearbook providing a mixture of enthusiasts’ experience 
and authoritative academic information, there is a need for a key to this 
vade-mecum of heather related knowledge. However, it is very propable that 
| may not have included every particular facet from which Society members, 
or other users may remember, or require a reference. In these difficult 
times, the economics of publication do not permit detailed indexes full of 
cross-references. 


Even so, this Index is considerably larger than its predecessor, partly arising 
from the greater size of each part, but largely due to the series of gazeteers 
on heather names and the lists of new cultivars. As a result many of the 
references recorded merely relate to these lists, but they do provide the 
basic details of the origin of the cited cultivars and regular users will soon 
come to recognise them. Although only selected references have been 
provided for other topics e.g. associated plants, it should prove possible 

to discover further sources by indulging in a little sleuthing from such 
clues; (almost to encourage this, | have omitted to record any mention 

of “layering”, or even that for the cultivar Calluna vulgaris ‘Highland 
Rose’). 


Each Yearbook is referred to by the last two digits of the year in which 
it was published e.g. 1982 = (82). Whenever there is a central section 
of photographs, these have been treated as plates 1, 2, 3 & 4; in other 
cases, the photographs have been referred to by- page. 


This index covers eleven yearbooks which have formed the second 
volume even though the first had been inciuded in the earlier index of 
1963-1972.
